In answer to question whether 
USG position had only been imparted to top level of armed 
forces, COS said we can see no reason for withholding it 
from lower echelon com mand levels, especially regimental 
commanders. COS told^^^^HBwe had tried to create 
chaotic economic conditions. As regards acts of terror, we 
preferred not to become involved; Summed up USG position 
by emphasizing that it behooves Chileans themselves to - 
create climate which armed forces may find conducive 
toward execution of golpe. Also told them that our program 
to reconstitute Chile’s political center had been cold-shouldered 
by USG which strongly preferred action now and at whatever cost
